Billings, on the other hand, said there "was no sure euro | 
for laziness, but a second wife has been known to hurry 
it some." 


At the best it is more difficult to tame down energy 


than to stimulate the deliberate. The latter can be 
routed, but how can the slave-driving, money-making in- 
stinct in man be tempered?

Mr. Russell's proposal is doomed to fail of general 


adoption, much as there is to be said in its favor. Human | 
effort is merciless in its insistence in striving after the 
superlative. 


Cost of the Eight Hour Day 
.„ 


O^HE CARNEGIE STEEL COMPANY is the first of the 
|JL> big Eastern concerns to set a definite date for the 
abolition of the twelve hour day. By tomorrow, August 
16, the change to the eight hour day will have been I 
made. Wages will be increased 25 per cent, as in the 
other steel plants that will drop the twelve hour day. 


There can be no doubt that the effect of thc reduc- 


tion in working hours, especially with the rise in the [ 
wage rate, will be to increase the cost of production— 1 
at least at first. Whether it will have this result in the i 
long run, and whether the added cost will be as much • 
as 15 per cent, the ra,te predicted by the Iron and Steel I 
Institute, there is ground for some doubt. 
i 


Horace B. Drury, an economist who investigated thc! 


steel labor question, contended that the companies could' 
inaugurate the eight hour day, add 25 per cent to wages 
and 35 per cent to the working force, and get a 10 per 
cent increased output, while the labor coat per ton re- 
mained practically the same. 
The experience of 


steel plants has been that greater output results from the 
eight hour day than from the twelve hour day. Others 
found that the output did not drop—for example, the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company and the National 
Enameling and Stamping Company.
